same house does not eeem the same with 
Lift'erent oocnpsnte, and that tho deffer- 
mce is by no means a difference of oxpen- 
iturc. Xt may ba only a di^eie&ca oC 
opening tho blinds and letting in God's 
unlight where before was only chill and 
larkness and dampness and mould. I have 
cnown houses to be revolutionized and re- 
nvenated by such a simple and costless 
ixpedient as that. 


So, then, although the home affects the 


louae, it ia not less true on thia account 
:hat changing houses ie not changing 
lomes. I have feu them transplanting 
trees in Prospect Park; how carefully 
they go to work; how hard it is to trnns"- 
jlant a large tree eucce«!iuUy.

TUe Great Canal Break. 


N Hxcrnsa SCENE—A CANAL 1:0.11 
SWEPT HALF A MILE ACUOSS TIIK 
FIELDS—bEUSOCB DASIAGE IO LASDS, 
BTjIT,DLNOS -U>D : 
Fron\ the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle. 
A first-class break occurred in the lirie 


Canal about eleven o'clock Friday night, 
within a mile and a half of Fairport, at 
what is known OB tbe "ox bow." This lo- 
cality has always been looked upon wit/> 
fear and trembling by canal mea generally 
and by boatmen in particular. About t. 
score of years ago a break of even greater 
magnitude than tho one on Friday ni^ht 
ast happened near the "oxbow." In 1804, 
we believe, another break of great import- 
ance was witnessed in this locality, and one 
week ago a small break, which caused a 
delay of twenty-four hours, was made in 
tho bank not many hundred rods from the 
present one. So it may be readily under- 
stood that the "ox bow?' is just tbe place 
tor disasters of this character. Any one 
who has inspected thu part of the canal 
can scarcely fail to be surprised that occur- 
rences of this nature have not been more 
frecjuent there. Tbe tow-path at this point 
f oi a ttrcUh of a quarter oi a mile or more 
19 made ground, and rued to a height of 
from twenty-five to forty feet. On one 
Bide is "wide-water," or a flat of nearly 
twenty acres, which it covered with water, 
having an average depth of ten feet. On 
'iho west side of the tow-path is meadow, 
land, which is on a level with the bottom 
of the baein, and through which, a small 
stream of water pat^es downward from the 
canal So, having on the one side an im- 
mense body of water and on the other 
from fifty to one hundred acres of land 
much below tho level of the bottom of the 
ditch, it ia not at all strange that once in 
a while this body of water would break ita 
way through the belt of made ground call- 
ed the tow-path and sweep everything iu 
its way. 


Along towards midnight of Friday, the 


eoow "Barney Bird," Captain Terrill, was 
moving along the canal About eight hun- 
dred feet from the place where the em- 
bankment gave away. Suddenly a rush- 
ing noibo was heard, not unlike that made 
by a railroad train when going at lull 
speed through the country. A few .'mo- 
ments more and the boat moved faster, aiHi 
ar,o slipped away as though dragged by 
three huore of invisible mules going at full 
gait. The maftcr and bis mate became 
alarmed and tried to "snub" the craft, but 
she could not be snubbed just then. Every- 
thing iu tbe way cf a towline snapped, and 
the "Bird" started under full headway to- 
ward tbe mammoth 'gateway made in the 
bank, and sweeping around in the whirl- 
ing waters, shot through tbe opening at 
not a less, rate than ten knots an hour. 
H!er course was due west and the channel 
being clear of everything, even rail fence?, 
bhe iv as staunch enough not to break in 
pieces before t.he wan- landed ia safety 
igamst anelm trco about a half a mile from 
icr utar ting point. The "Bird" is the only 
jo.it that ever sailed over highway*, fields 
nd fences in sufdty. In lookaig over tho 
rroundu one is astonished that evea alight 
oat could have been carried to go great u 


distance. At the poict|wbere the boat waa 
anded, the creek, or rather we should eay 
ravine, (for it is worthy of the name), takes- 
i euddtn. turn. From the way the boat i» 
ituated we should say that her bow struck 
lie bank in this curve and swinging around 
with the currant she was brought broad- 
ide against a tree and could not budge. 
Tor tender irons on the stem took the 
>ark from a tree at the height of about six- 
«en feet. The trees all around this point 
lave hanging from their nakedlimba tufts 
of grass etc, that were swept down on the 
surface of tlie current. In many cases 
iheao weedft are Rugpeuilad twelve to fifteen 
:«et from the eronnd, showing the height 
.he water weut at that distance from the 
canaL The waters swept away the foun- 
dation of a barn and flooded over twenty- 
fivo acres of land. There is not a great 
deal of the soil washed away, and the dam- 
age done to the farm, except in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the break, ia not extcn- 
ive.

Divtes urges the following among other 
well-founded objections to the adoption o 
the metrio system in the United Statei 
and Great Britain.

IJETTRB FHOM PBOFES6OB SILLIMAN. 
Our reoeut articles on the possibility of 


utilizing petroleum for the manufacture of 
permanent illuminating ga?, have called 
forth many letters of inquiry from 'gas 
men, capitalists, professors of chemistry 
and others, showing that the subject is 
cue of increasing Importance.

The interest attaching to the conver- 


sion of naphtha into a permanent illumi- 
nating gas adapted to enrich poor coal 
gas, renders the careful collection of sta- 
tistics .regarding naphtha, fits amount, 
gravity, cost of transportation, leas by 
leakage, consumption, and for what uses, 
amount returned to the wtills, &e., &c., 
quite important. I observe that the crude 
of 1870 was about 1 deg. B. lighter than 
the crude for I860. Is this owing to the 
return of naphtha to the wells, or is it in- 
dicative of a lighter product from the 
earth?

There are several naphtha or ben::iue gas 


works in successful operation in the United 
States, and the main question appears to 
be one of economical supply. Crude oil is 
a limited article of production, and conse- 
quently benzine, which is but a fractional 
part of petroleum, must be still more lim- 
ited. In a report recently published in 
the American Gas Light Journal, by Mr. 
Henry H. Edgerton, on the result of ex- 
periments made at the Petroleum Naphtha 
Gas Works, Memphis, Tenn., to the Presi- 
dent and Directors of the Fort Wayne Gas 
Light Company, he gives the relative cost 
of benzine and coal gas as follows: 


"Supposing tbe cost of benzine four centa 


per gallon, delivered, and tho daily make 
100,000 cubic fefot of puro gas, the account 
wonld stand about as follows:

not adequate to the demand, wonld prove 
disastrous, first to the manufacturers of 
the gas, next to tho public, and finally to 
the producers, by diverting ,tbe legitimate 
trade into channels incapable of supporting 
,it; The former is therefore by far the 
wisest coarse to pursce, and the one'which 
ia the most likely to be adopted. Mean- 
while, refiners' may congratulate them- 
selves that ere long their benzine is very 
likely to find a profitable market, and the 
producers that another channel may soon 
be opened up) through which allj of their 
surplus production will Sow at pr fitable 
figures.

The custom cf "encoring" at a place of 


amnttement is often carried to an unjust 
and ridionlotu extreme. 
Oar public en- 


tertainments are quite lengthy enough 
already without being spun out by repe- 
tition. If a portion of the audience are 
not content wilb the programme as it 
stands, let them pay their money and go 
again and again, till they are cated to the 
lull. The programme IB mmally arranged 
to give variety, and it ia not fair to inniat 
that one part be repeated for the gratifica- 
tion of special tastes. Though innocently 
intended by the enthusiastic as a compli- 
ment, these, "encores" are UBually a de- 
cided bore to the artist or singer. Their 
part ia after nil a matter of business, and 
it in ol ten aa ungenerous as it is cruel to 
force them, often exhausted in strength 
and excited iu nerve, to sing, or dance 
acme more—more—just once. 
And yet 


this violation oi good taste and good man- 
ner* is often witnessed and practiced by 
people who should know better. The 
£itubnrgh Chronicle relates of the late 
Appy concert in that city : 


"Tne 
house was hardly 
enffioiently 


filled to pay expenses. TUB programme 
included thirteen pieces, instrumental and 
vocal. And yet this »mall audience in- 
sisted on having twenty-six pieces. Now 
we submit that when there bas been over 
and over again a gracious response on the 
part of performers to these demands for a 
repetition of parts sung or played, the per- 
formers have earned tbe right to some 
consideration at 
the 
hands of those 


present." 


It is not a polite audience that stamps 


loudly for tho reappearance of an artist, 
with all the petulant eagerness, or wilfnl- 
ness of a vulgar child, importuning for 
another ^sugar 
plum. A gracious bow 


bending down to the footlights, should 
be interpreted^ as a sign of mute entreaty 
to be excused from any additional exer- 
tion. Let it be remembered that artists 
have reserved rights, as well as audiences, 
and that their regular parts in the enter- 
tainment is all that is agreeable to their 
feelings, all that they can cheerfully as- 
sume without fatigue, and all their 
hearers are reasonably entitled to for a 
single admisrion fee.

• "It must be remembered however, that 
1,000 cnbio feet of naphtha gas, is fqnal 
in illuminating power to 5,000 to 7,000 
cnbio feet 'of coal gas, (18 to 14 candles,) 
or that it ia more than double in yield and 
illuminating power to the celebrated Bog- 
head cannel that English chemists enlarge 
upon." 


It further appears from a statement 


which he received from Professor Silliman, 
that at one time the doily production of 
the oil region was 20,000 barrels of crude, 
of which probably 5,000 barrels aie higher 
than 5G Beaume in gravity. This of course 
•would be all tbe benzine produced in the 
country, and a groat deal more, too, on 
the average.

BO aa to strike out all in regard to the pay- 
ment of interest; to reduce the annual 
amount to bo paid from $170,000 to ?150,- 
000, and to limit the time of the annual 
payments to five years. 


Mr. Whit: moved to amend, that the act 


ahull not be construed to make the Com- 
monwealth in any way liable for the ulti- 
mate payment of the principal of the cer- 
tificates as provided for iu the several sec- 
tions of the ant, but Mr. White's amend- 
ment was voted down by 14 yeas to 18 
nays, and the bill was then finally passed 
by u vote of 17 yeas to 15 nays. It goes 
to the House. 


TBMI'BBAKCE LEGISLATION. 


The Governor his approved of the bill 


passed at the present session, which pro- 
hibits the siila of liquor on election days. 
It provides that— 


" It shall not be lawful for any person 


in this Commonwealth to sell liquors or 
give away, to be used as a drink, any spir- 
itousormalt liquors, Tvine or cider, or 
any other ''substance containing alcohol, 
on any parl; of any day set apurt or to be 
set apart for any general or special elec- 
tion by tho citizens in or within any of the 
precincts, wards, townships, counties or 
oth»r election divisions or districts in the 
Commonwealth: Provuled, That the pro- 
visions of tins bill shall not be enforced 
after the elfiotion polls aro closed in tho 
evening, or the sale of liquor prohibited 
after that time." 


Tho penalties for violation of the act are 


imprisonment for not loss than ten nor 
more than one hundred days, and a fine of 
from'$20 td $500, in tha discretion of the 
Court. 


CIVIL CODB. 


The civil code will not be disposed of 


by the Legislature at this session. It 
seems to be tho disposition to let it go 
over until after we have a revision of the 
Constitution, wherein it is proposed to 
provide for many things now in the code. 
It is very certain that tho safest way in 
tho fnturii, to guard and protect all in- 
terests of value to the people, and to en- 
sure their full rights, is to fix them in the 
orgttoic late.

A SEVERS DOMESTIC AFFLICTION.— 


Mr. and Mrs. Jonathan Watson are again 
afflicted with a sad bereavement in the 
death of their youngest sou, Victor Hugo 
Wateon, a bright and promising child ol 
five or six snmners, the idol and hope ol 
fond parents. He died yesterday afternoon 
of that virulent disease, and fell destroyer 
ol fair young life, diptheria. We arc

United States, estimated from tha report 
of the Revenue Department, published in 
July, 1SG3, was about 45,000,000,000 cubic 
feet, which is between three and four 
times as largo as Mr. Edgerton makes it 
Let this be aa it may, the result of his ex- 
periments are deeply interesting. 


We have previously treated on tbe 


manufacture of gas from crude petroleum, 
by superheated steam, which utilizes the 
excess of carbon, that would otherwise be 
thrown down and lost in tho retort, and 
which, of course, -when put into practical 
iperatioti, would show much better results 
han the above. We have alto given tbe 
esnlts oi pxperiments tried by the deposi- 
ion of the excess carbon in the retorU, 
and tho probable cost by that process. 


There i«, however, another means by 


which petroleum oau be rendered useful, 
.nil which in more adapted to the present 
condition of tho petroleum trade, namely: 
The enriching of those kinds of coal which 
ir« poor in carbon, and rich in hydrogen, 
and other dilutents. This is what Pro- 
feiiaor Silliman roft-rs to in his letter, and 
it hnh more or leai occupied tbe atten- 
tion of g--is men for several years past. 
The petroleum being very rich in carbon, 
will, when decomposed at a red heat in the 
presence of the hydrogen from the coal, be 
as effectually used up, by the formation of 
now hydro-carbons, as it is by superheated 
ateam, and that without danger of also 
generating carbonic acid gas, which hag 
been found so deleterious when steam is 
improperly applied. This is a very beau- 
tiful and simple combination, and one 
which is much more likely to be looked 
upon favorably by scientific men and cap- 
italists, than the sudden building up of 
naphtha or petroleum gas works all over 
the country, with a doubtful source of 
anpply. By the combination plan, no al 


HOTEL AT HYDETOWN.—Hyde- 


town (or Oii Creek boroufjh) set ins to par- 
take ot the general prosperity, and during 
tbe last year has exhibited material pro- 
gress, receiving considerable accessions to 
its population, and showing on every hand 
indications of rapid advancement.
